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DETAILED ACTION 

In view of the newly found art, the finality of the rejection mailed 2/10/05 is 
hereby withdrawn and the amendment filed 4/15/05 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5,16-20 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-1 0,21-25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1 1 -1 5,26-30 are allowed. 

Note that these claims have been indicated as showing allowable subject matter 
because the second elongated structure is held to be more than just a single bar e.g. a 
part of the u-shaped bar of the newly cited reference. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1,5,16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Morey 
'219. See figure 3 and column 8, lines 35-47 which disclose the use of elongated 
structure 84 to control a feed system in a wood chipper for safety purposes. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 2-4,17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Morey '219. The limitations of these claims would have been obvious design 
choices once the basic apparatus of Morey '219 was known. For example, controlling 
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both the fed assembly and the cutting assembly would have been obvious once it was 
known to control the feed assembly as in the patent.
